him even if the refusal is 
based on race or religion.” 

The essence of the Cali- 
fornia State Supreme Court 
majority ruling thus appears 
to state that a legally adopted 
amendment to the State Con- 
stitution (in this instance 
Proposition 14) is invalid be- 
cause of an alleged conflict 
with the Federal Constitu- 
tion. 

Should this position be up- 
held by the U.S. Supreme 
Court, the interesting ques- 
tion is raised of the necessity 
for the currently proposed 
“open housing” section of 
President Johnson’s 1966 civil 
rights package which is put 
forth to preclude discrimina- 
tion in the sale and rental of 
housing. 

Equally interesting however 
is the actual language of the 
14th Amendment which has 
hecome the subject of such 
bitterly controversial inter- 
pretations. The 14th Amend- 
ment is compris<d of five sec- 
tions. Section 1 contains the 
“equal protection” clause: 


"Equa! Protection” Clause 


“All persons born or nat-

Hearing Set 


The California fish and 
game commission has 
scheduled hearings for an 
antelope hunt in northeast- 
ern California, a restrict- 
ed deer and bear hunt in 
the Mineral King federal 
game refuge, Tulare coun- 
ty; and a special buck hunt 
in a fish and game re- 
fuge in Amador county. 

The commission, meet- 
ing in San Diego April 29, 
scheduled the antelope hunt 
hearing for June 9, 7 p.m., 
in the Veterans Memorial 
Hall in Alturas. Com- 
mission Vice President 
Henry Clineschmidt will be 
the hearing officer. 

The department of fish 
and game _ proposed the 
hunt for 265 adult buck an- 
telope permits. The hunt 
would be divided into sev- 
en zones and would cover 
most of Modoc county and 
portions of Lassen, Shasta, 
and Siskiyou counties. 

Hunts were held the past 
two years with 240 per- 
mits issued each year; 183 
animals were taken in 1964 
and 141 in 1965, The de- 
partment’s February cen- 
sus tallied 2,898 animals, 
highest in recent years. 

The bear and special 
hearing on the federal game 
refuge deer‘ hunt will be 
held June 9, 8 p.m. in the 
County Court House, Vi- 
salia. Hearing officer will 
be Commissioner Thomas 
H. Richards, Jr. 

The DFG proposed is- 
suing permits for 200 buck 
deer in this hunt. There 
would be no permit fee and 
successful applicants also 
would be allowed to take 
one bear in the hunt area, 
provided they possessed 
valid 1966 bear tags. 

Deer and bear hunting in 
the national refuge were 
made possible by an agree- 
ment between the DFG, the 
National Park service, and 
the number of hunters to 
200. for the first year for 
safety reasons, because 
past experience has in- 
dicated that an area is 
swamped with large num- 
bers of hunters the first 
time it is opened to hunt- 
ing.
